substance. 


The beans were carefully sealed up

It Is supposed that between noon and 
he supper hour some unknown party 
entered the Courtwright cabin 
and

Contrary to their expectation during 


the first of the year, the Southern Pa- 
cific 
Company anticipates running 


trains over an entirely new piece of 
road between Lucin and Reno within 
the next three months, says the Ogden 
Standard. 
Many of the cut-offs will 


be completed and nearly all the re- 
placing of tracks will be finished. 


The new line \\.1H begin at Pequop 


and through these mountains there will 
be thirty miles of new track laid and 
the cut-off will cut ten miles in dis- 
tance. 
Between Pequop and Carlln 


there will be three tunnels which will 
shorten the distance _some more, but 
these will not be completed for use at 
the time the other track is. The tun- 
nels are at Rynon and Osino, west of 
Wells, and at Tonka, west of Elko. 


In the Peko canyon, between Elko 


and Carlin, there will be forty miles of 
new track and this will cut out ten 
miles of the distance. 


From Carlin to Beowawe, through 


Palisade canyin, there will be twenty 
miles of new track and it will cut 
sight miles in distance. 


There will be a long cut-off from 


Beowawe to Golconda, cutting out the 
Shoshone curve and 
leaving Battle 


Mountain, Stone House and Iron Point 
away to the south. 
This cut-off will 


give forty-five miles of new track and 
will cut out fifteen miles in distance. 


From Browns to Reno there will be 


eighty miles of new track and, while 
the distance is not materially reduced, 
the running time will be decreased one 
hour and twenty minutes. 


With the completion of the Ogden- 


Lucln cut-off the distance will be far- 
ther decreased 46.1 miles or a complete 
reduction of 89.1 miles between Ogden 
and Reno and a reduction in running 
time of over four hours and a half.

MR. STEWART'S CANDIDATE. 


T IS WITHIN bounds to say that the announce- 
- ment of Judge Hawley's candidacy for the 
United States Senate has fallen with a flatness that 
must be keenly disappointing to those who are 
manipulating the Republican machine in this State. 
It evokes not the slightest enthusiasm among the 
rank and file of the Republicans, while the fusion- 
tsts viewahe Judge's candidacy in a spirit of perfect 
unconcern. In sober truth there is an undercurrent 
of Republican' comment which is far from favor- 
able, and not a few members of the party are 
anxiously whispering their inquiries as to the mo- 
tives of the Judge in abandoning a life position on 
the bench to become a senatorial candidate under 
circumstances so peculiar. 


To the avefage mind it seems incomprehen- 


Ible that a man who has moved in a judicial sphere 
/early all his life, and who can now retire upon full 
Salary at any time, should deliberately cast away 
'the absolute certainty of his present position for the 
desperate chance of becoming a United States Sen- 
ator at the hands of the Republican party of Ne- 
vada. The concensus of opinion seems to be that 
the Judge will hold on to his judicial office and 
thus take no chances at all in pursuit of the senator- 
ial prize. 
It has even been intimated that in the 


event of his election as Senator, he will not resign 
the judgeship, but simply go upon the retired list 
at full pay, and draw both salaries. But all of this 
is speculative and not matter of very great import- 
ance, for Judge Hawley's election is scarcely within 
the range of political possibility. 


The belief is almost universal that the bring- 


ing out of Hawley is mainly the work of Wm. M. 
Stewart. It needs not the saying that Mr. Stewart 
is at this time the most unpopular man in the State 
of Nevada, and justly so. 
His present Republican 


associates despise him for the manner in which he 
abandoned them in 1892--the members of the 
Democratic and Silver parties feel for him on unut- 
terable loafWng and contempt because of his more 
recent actions. 
By popular vote he could not be 


elected to the smallest township of Nevada. 
Just 


as certain is it that no man can be elected United 
States Senator who bears the Stewart label, or, who 
is suspected of bearing such label. With most peo- 
ple in Nevada this suspicion is so strong against 
Judge Hawley as to amount to an absolute convic- 
tion. And there is an abundance of circumstantial 
evidence to support it. 


Long before he left Washington Mr. Stewart 


openly boasted that he would have a senatorial can- 
didate in the field against Mr. Newlands. 
Upon 


his arrivel here Stewart at once began to hobnob 
with the local manipulators, and Lo! almost imme- 
diately the announcement of Hawley's candidacy 
was flashed forth to the world. The man who can- 
not see Stewart's handiwork in this move must be 
blind indeed. Of course he cares nothing for Haw- 
ley. 
In politics Mr. Stewart cares nothing for 


anyone but himself. 
Nor does he expect Judge 


Hawley to be elected. 
His only hope is that a 


number of Republican State Senators will be chosen 
this fall, who will hold over, and who can be induced 
to support Wm. M. Stewart two years later. 
This 


is his game and it is so transparent that it should 
deceive nobody. 
And it will not, save possibly, 


Judge Hawley himself, who may honestly believe 
that he is the annointed of God to work out .the po- 
litical regeneration of Nevada, a State, by the way, 
which for many years past, has been compelled to 
take care of itself politically without any of Judge 
Hawkey's help, for if he ever contributed materially 
to the aid even of the Republican party, the fact is 
not of record. 
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THE House of Representatives passed with 


virtual unanimity the Cuban relief bill, to which 
the Democrats attached a provision that repeals the 
differential duties on refined sugar, said duties be- 
ing the 'foundation of the Sugar Trust's existence, 
as well as its legalized license to plunder the Ameri- 
can consumer. The Republicans of the Senate have 
failed not only to approve this provident measure 
in restraint of the most sordid and obnoxious of all 
trusts, but they do not even permit it to be con- 
sidered, although it was known that there were 
more than enough votes to make it law. The Re- 
publican majority refused to approve it solely be- 
cause its approval would knock the props from un- 
der the Sugar Trust. Then why talk of the Presi- 
dent negotiating a treaty with Cuba looking to a 
solution of the question when it is a hopeless task, 
and only suggested for the purpose of deceiving the 
voter in the pending Congressional campaign ? 


REPUBLICAN leaders of this State seem 


1 
TO be considerably out of harmony in the line 


of argument by which they hope to carry this 
State. 
For example Senator Stewart and those 


of his school insist that the improved business 
conditions of recent years are due to the new gold 
discoveries which have largely increased the quan- 
tity of money in circulation, thus fully sustaining 
the silver men's contention, which was based upon 
the quantitative theory. In other words the Silver 
advocates argued that the demonetization of silver 
had restricted the money supply, so tnat it was in- 
sufficient for the transaction of business except up- 
on a lower scale of prices. 
Consequently, prices 


did fall to such an extent that business was almost 
paralyzed through loss of profits. The free coinage 
of silver was demanded as a measure for the in- 
crease of the money supply, and exactly the same 
result has followed from the increased production 
of gold. 
Thus saith the erstwhile champion of 


silver. 


With this view we observe 
that the Gazette 


does not agree. 
In a recent issue our evening 


contemporary says: "The Silver Party was made 
up largely of Republicans who were dissatisfied 
with the Republican attitude on the white metal 
which has since proven absolutely correct." 
A 


more direct contradiction it would be difficult to 
imagine. 
One or the other certainly is wrong. 


Mr. Stewart and the Gazette should both either let 
the silver question severely alone, on they should 
compare notes before saying anything about it. 
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THE beefless dinner pail is a silent but potent 


protest against the policy of the Republican party, 
which by its tariff system "proects" the beef trust 
while the latter robs the people.—Louisville, 111., 
Ledger.
